What Will Becom« or the Dem- 
•crutlc Party. 


From the Auburn Advertiser. 


The great old Democratic party, that 


for nearly forty yean held almost undis- 
puted sway in tbis country, has, for the 


I gone from bad to worse 
within the memory of 


psst fifteen yean, 
very fast It is 
the yonngMt citiien how it received lt» 
first great shock npon the rock of human 
slavery. It had withstood the gravest 
questions, both of foreign and internal 
policy, had met the question* of national 
banks and of tariffs with its strength un- 
broken. It was only when it engrafted 
human slavery npon it* platforms of prin- 
ciples that rapid and rare decay aet in. 


Following as a natural sequence upon 


this was its opposition to the war for the 
Union, its sympathy with rebellion. How 
it withstood the blows that this accursed 
policy brought npon it must ever remain 
a marvel to the student of omr national 
politics. Its old and thorough organiza- 
tion, however, carried it through with 
•till some signs of Hie, and we emerged 
from the rebellion victorious, with an op- 
position 
party 
sufficiently strong to 


threaten seriously the total loss of every 
fruit of victory. But the nation rallied 
and the victory w*i awed with all its 
grand results. 


But npon this a new track was taken by 


the Democracy, a sort of Sink .movement, 
that threatened not only the Republican 
party, but the republic itself. 
By a spe- 


cie* of fraud unheard of in our history 
the Empire State was lost to the Demo- 
cracy. Although a large majority of the 
legal votes were cast for John A. Grig- 
wold, John T. Hoffman was certified into 
office. 
A Democratic Legislature was 


also counted in, and there was no oppor- 
tunity to investigate. Things assumed a 
most serious aspect. 
The question went 


to the very foundations of our republican 
institutions. 
Was this a republic of the 


nineteenth century t 
Had the last ex- 


periment of republicanism failed t Hav- 
ing successfully passed the greatest and 
most trying civil war any nation ever 
eaw were we to be destroyed through a 
corruption of our own peculiar institu- 
tions ? 


We hardly need recall our history 


since. 
Eow these very men, who got

While this fact 11 true in certiin locali- 
ties, it is not true m maoh tbe largest 
part of the pine region. The greatest 
destruction o! property by these fires took 
place m Huron and Sanilac counties, bat 
in both tho great bulk of pino had been 
already cleared off, and only scattering 
bodies of timber remained, «o that the IOM 
in this particular wag comparatively sm%IL 
Timber in Tusoala county suffered, per- 
haps, more severely than in any other 
eounty in the state, and most of it wac ol 
a choice quality. There were also con- 
siderable quantities in tbe adjoining ter* 
ritory of Leaper and Oennessee conntie*. 
Tbe destruction w«s also considerable in 
MidUnd and Isabella counties. Bat wheat 
this enumeration is made mart of the pine 
country visited ia included.

Oar city offer's ono of the beet 
markets for all kinds of agricultural pro- 
dace of an; town that out be named or 
mentioned. That Titimille U growing 
with great rapidity oar census and our 
building statistics demonstrate. 
;Th»t 


the accession to oar population is ol the 
beat kind; of mechanics earning good wa- 
gea, at steady employment, and oi oil pro- 
dnocra 
and 
oil 
men, 
who 


make Tituwille a place of residence for 
the comfort and social enjoyment of their 
families, this, too, is plain to be seen. To 
rorlnoe the coat of living here, to sare to 
all classes and citizens twenty-five per 
cent, of their annual expenditures, in the 
way of marketing alone, is really worth a 
thought and a praotio al tft'ort. It is to be 
hoped that another season will not be 
passed without the establishment of pub- 
lic markets and market days in Tituevilte, 
that the consumer may bay and deal di- 
rectly and at first hands with the pro- 
ducer. Are the farmers of this section 
prepared to respond to such a movement, 
and to supply our market? We dorMt if 
our farmers are fully alive to the harvott 
of profit they might reup from Titusville 
'with a moro thorough cultivation of lands 
on 
their 
part, 
and 
the 
raising 


of 
particular kinds of 
prod ace 
or 


crops. To say nothing about the resident 
population, four cr fire of our large hotels 
are fall of guests nearly the year round, 
fivo or six first-cUss livery stables are io 
profitable oparatiou. It may or may not 
pay the farmers of Eastern Crawford to 
raise wheat, corn or beef for this market; 
they may bo more cheaply brought from 
the surrounding country or the west; bnt 
•what ii to prevent our local farmers from 
furnishing us in tenfold the 
s< ale they 


now do with butter, milk, fruits and such 
garden atufi as will not admit of long 
transportation by railot carriage without 
deterioration? And the same may be said 
of potatoes, oats and hay. What the far- 
mer needs is manure to furtilizj his lands, 
as

as 
o 
good 
market, 


and 
tho 
proximity 
of

offers both to them. 
How many thou- 


sand and thousands of dollars arc paid out 
by the consumers of Tituaville in tho ar- 
ticle of vegetables, or iraiti', etc., which 
uever find their way to tho pockets of 
producers, but which go to pay for stack- 
ing, packing in barrels or crates, and 
handling, moving, and 
transporting in 


various ways bofore it reaches its destina- 
tion, all thin without adding to the profit 
of tho producer, increases tho burden of 
tho consumer. Our farmers have not yot 
waked up to tho facilities they have for 
making money off their laud*, or if they 
have they do not net about it. There is far 
less rairicg of stock, of sheep raising, and 
of crops of hay and oats than might bo 
engaged in with advantage in this section, 
and ea for market gardenings which near

important branch cf 
farm economy, 


it is scarcely regarded at all. There is 
more money in it than in almost any 
other branch of business, considering tbo 
amount of capital invested. The market 
gardoneis mound other oit'oa firo amply 
satisfied with five, ten, twenty cr thirty 
acre?, aud this well clroased or tilled is 
sufficient.

mer that the farmers of Extern Crawford 
wcro behind tbo times in the adoption of 
improved implements of husbandry, and 
in making tho most of their proximity to 
the oil regions. 


A gentleman from Warren county ob- 


served to us the other day that the now 
Warren & Venango railroad would take a 
ronte that would open up one of the b«9t 
agricu tural regions in this section; the 
now road projected from Erie to Titusville 
by way of Cambridge, will have the same 
effect, to say nothing of the Titneville & 
Franklin railroad. The farmers of eastern 
Crawford i-hould lose no time in organiz- 
ing as a body for thoir own advantage. 
There should be formed a Farmer's Club 
to hold monthly sessions in this city, to 
ba auxiliary to an Agricultural Society, 
to go into fall operation next summer, and 
to give an exhibition next fall. We have 
been assured by many farmers of their co- 
operation in each societies, and wo will 
develops in a few days eoma of the fea- 
tures that we thiuk should belong to such 
organizitione, and others which should 
not be tolerated, and develope an outline 
of tueh organizations, or at least some 
of tbo advantages which might be deriv- 
ed from the lame, leaving to abler and 
more practical hands the details of the 
work.
